Sthl Jim does all these things without even
turning a hair or quickening a breath. In-
deed, if these lnundry patrons are to be he-
leved Corbett eonld beat the champlon Bal-
timores in a game of base ball alone and
single-handed, He could make Berney
Welers look ke n hitehing  post
In a 100-yard sprint, kick a foot ball from
Sehenectady to Troy, jump over the New
York Life building without welights, hold his
breath for twenty-four hours, or dam Nlagara
with no other material than his nerve. And
then, aside from all this, ho romps over the
hilla and far away, out there in Nevada, just
like n school boy out at recess. The classie
Hierature that wells up from Fitz's tralning

However, thore is but Iittle doubt but what
both men are In most excellent conditlon,
and It is to be ardently hoped that is the
oase, for men who will travel thousands of
miles and gi¥e up hundreds of dollars to
sea the affalr do not want a punch to settie
the matter, but want to witness a contest
between twn ovenly matehed and thoroughly
prepared gladiators. We know that Corbett,
at himsclf, has no peer a® a boxer, but that
he cannot be hit is the sheerest idlocy.  All
those who watched that Httla dirty afair
down in the allegator districts three yeara
ago and saw Charlie  Mltchell plug the
Californian in the nose and rap him in the
ghort ribg knew that all this alleged in-
vulnerabllliy of Jim's is rot pure and simple.
His trafners cannot land on him because they
are probably following Instructions, Aund
the Idea of wrapping such a hig tough mick
as Billy Woods up in pneumatie prolectors
to keap Corbett from killing him while spar-
ring together {s enough to make n clothes-
horse  laugh. But ever since Corbett
whipped John L. he has livéd on this stuff.
While  he Is coarse and ill-tempered
himself, hoe in a8 fond of nd-
ulation and priajse as a nigger I» of water-
melon. It f8 different with the lanky Zulu.
He doesn't care the spap of his flugers for
flowery, and is as nnimpressionable to flattery
as a wnodon Indian, He gots his consolation
ont of e “act that he is a prize fightor, and
his ane ambitlon Just now I8 to convinee Jim
Corbett of this fact. That both men think
they hold the winning hand I have not the
slightest doubt, neither have T that Fite-
slmmons’ caperncss for the battle (s of a
more gentuine nature than that of Corbett.
The latter requires too much bolstering up
from his big retinue of attendunts, ls too
fond of persopal aggrandizement, s too
quernlous and  fldgaty, and  has whipped
Fitaslmmons too often and too severely with
his mouth.

On his feet Corbett Is the ideal of
apoed, he bores In like a steel shaft and
handles that left of his like a dynamite
cartridge. And this ia all, The publie now
have my permission to get out thelr chemicals
and analyze the two men for themmelves. 1
have no objectlon to any one naming the
winner and if there Is any one who has done
this to a certainty I hereby authorize him
to put $10,000 on the man for me.

Now, what rot |e this abont Referes Siler's
interpreting the Queensberry rales.

If hitting thus ls foul, why lsn't It Just as
ensily enforced ns it is to require them to
live up to any of the other specifications.
Right-minded referece give technieal fouls
no consideration, so why dlscusa that with
fighter or public. Mr. Siler hes po right to
announce how he will rule, unless sald ruling
18 In strict accordance with the letter of the
law. The promulgation of this buslness {s In
bad taste and llable to cnose serious dissen-
slon. Siler may rely upon it, if elther one
of the principals agree to ablde by any of
his new-fangled Interpretationg of the rulss
the other will ohject, The Queensherry rules
have stood the test better than any set of
athletie rules T can {hink of, and had better
be left alone, anyway untll after this fight.

The victory of €am Kelly, the big little
Now York bantam, over Billy Plimmer, the
premier across the diteh, in Lunnun the
other night was no very great surprise,
especlally on this side. Those who have been
keeping tab on the Gotham boy felt that he
was apt to glve even the best of the feathérs
a ologe run for thelr money. He Is a massive
Httle fellow and can hit like & mule kicks,
but Is not remarkably fast, while, on the
other hand, eo far as electrical spesd is
concerned, the little Briton Is a veritable
miniature edition of Jim Corbett. He was the
first man to get a declslon over George Dixon
in a Hmited round affalr sines Dixon has won
the ermine of the king, and, until Peddlar
Palmer put the kibosh on him, was consliered
invineible, I met Plimmer down at Jackson-
ville during the Corbett-Mitchell excitement,
and found him to be a genial, gentlemanly
little tellow, several removes from the com-
mon ilk. Hils defeat by Kelly will break his
hoart, particularly so after he had victory
all but clinched. Clear up to the nineteenth
round he had gone round Sammy like Susie's
beads go round her neck, but In the twentleth
the child from Gowanus landed on Bllly's
Jaw and he went out like & wad from a shot-
gun,

The racing and bege ball season |s coming
on apace, and before you fairly know it wi
will once more be in the midst of summer
putdoor pl:asurea. There Is a preity gen-
eral desire to see something out of the
ordinary developed in the lght harness
realm this year, 50 far as the trotters go,
But this is far from probable from my aland-
point of view.

In a conversation with Clinton Briges last
evening he sald the question of sultable train-
ing tracks was =Ver An open one Aamong
horsemen. For himself he likes a slow track
to work ont on, and has always found his
horses dld better in thelr races when they
struck fust tracks away from bome, Others
like a track ke the surface of a dining
table all the time, and hone them good and
st ng enrly In the season ns poseible, Mr.
Driggs thinks Omaha's new track both a
fiet and a good one. And so It goes with
the horsemen, as well as everybody elss.
They differ widely in thelr views and tactics,
but agree falrly general on one thing, and
that & that fast work too early in the season
rulng many a good horsx's chances later on

the bunches of aprigtalls and speckled fronts
hangling in front of every meat market in the
city, and the general stir obgervable within

the ranks of those who shoot, 'The prospects
for great sport have not been so good In
years and it is safe to predict that big bags
will not be in the minority with shootlng
parties this spring. There ls plenty of water
in all our lnkes and slougbs and lasl fall’'s
crop of natural feed was the most exuberant
that has graced Nebraska's soll ina decade.
There 'was an abundunt crop of wild rice,
and smart weed, nut grass, wapoto and the
other aquatie delicacles upon which the birdas
wax fat never grew =0 luxuriantly before.
Within the next two wecks the redhead and
canvashack shocting should be great, as the
conditiona will surely be to the llking of
theee birds, and then after that, when the
alr warms up a bit, mallard, teal and
widgeon wlll oceupy the gunner's thme.

CARSON CITY, Nev., March 13, —After the
verhal windstorm which was waged yester-
dny between the representatives of the two
tralning camps, (he happenings of today
were mild lo comparison. Al Smith, the
stakeholder of the fight, arrived on the morn-
ing traln from San Franclsco, and jost no
time in reporting his arrival at the office
of Dan Stuart. Mr. Smith had with him
when he arrived certificates of deposit ng-
gregating $25.000 In value, which he wlill
turn over to the winner of the fight oa
Wedneaday. After a short interview wiih
Dan Stuart, Mr. Smith drove out to Shaw's
Springa to call upon his friend, the cham-
plon. He remalned at Corbett's camp for
the botter part of the afternoom. After he
had seen the pugilist, Mr. Smith said:

Never In my life have I seen any fighter
in the eondition in which Corbett s to-
day. Not only have 1 never seen a fighter
in such excellent ghape, but I think that
1 never have seen a min in tralning who
was In such perfect condition, I hind a long
tilk with Jim this morning, our convers
sntion lpsting over an hour, He nesured
me that he was in the pink of condition
and that when he went to his work In the
afternoon he would show it to me.

A man may lose through an ncel-
dent and through an unintentional foul,
but If Corbett loses it must be through one
of these things or because itz s the
better man, and I do not see how it 18 pos-
siblo for any man to be in better shape
than Jim is In now.

WOODMEN WOMEN WALK OUT

All the Delegates from the Pacific Ooast
Bolt the Oonvention,

SEPARATE JURISDICTION WAS DENIED

Womnan's Branch of Woodmen of the
Waorld s Disrupted and the Ses
ecders Will nt Onee Organ-
ize n New Order.

Late dlspatches from 8t Louls anoounoe
the digruption of the Woman's clrele, the
women's auxiiiary of the Woodmen of the
World. With one exception all of the
delogates from the Pacific states walked out
of the convention of the soverelgn grove,
which Is now meeting In St. Louis, and
proceeded to thke steps to form a complete
weparate organization.

This action was In some measure anticls
pated by the soverelgn officers, whote hoad-
quarteras are located in this city, Rumors of
the seceralon have been rife for some time,
The incubating place of the dissatisfaction
was In the grovea in Colorado, particalacly.
and also In Oregon. These groves charged
that the supreme officers were too exirava-
gant and had also been guilty of mismanage-
ment. They demanded that they be given a
soparate jurlsdiction, with powers of self-
government.  The soverelgn camp refused
this request. The dissatigfied groveas then
prepared to hold a meeting In Salt Lake on
March 3, to take steps townrd secession,
This meetlng was, however, declared off and
It wns decided to fight the matter out In
the soverelgn grove meeting, when the bolt-
ing delegates walked out of that convention
Inte yesterday afternoon because their de-
mands would not be listened to.

Seven delegates walked out. They rep-
resented the order in Oregon and Colorado,
With one delegate from Montana, who
ecided to stand by the sovercign camp,
they composed the entire delegation from the
western states, None of the other states In
the west had enough members In  their
borders to be entitled to representation. The
disaMection apread in p measurs to the Mis-
sourl delegates, but aftér an effort these
wore kept in line with the soverelgn camp
officers.

WILL: ORGANIZE A NEW ORDER.

The scceders at onee took steps to organize
an entirely new order. They belleve that
they can Induce almost the ontlre west to
g6 In with them. They propose to cover
oxactly the same territory as that covered at
present by the Pacific jurisdiction of the
Woodmen of the World., 1If they succeed in
deing that they will lop off the bigsest part
of the present membership of the clrele,

Provided these plans are carried out, thera
Is In prospect a pretty fight between the rival
organizations. The soverelgn oflicers, who
are all residenta of Omaha, have already
planned to begin an active campalgn In the
territory the new order proposes o cover.
Rtival loyal groves will be established along-
slide the seceders. Moreover the sovereign
grove officers are determined that the seced-
ing eloment shall not carry the name of the
Wooldmen eircle. If it attempis to do so, it
will be stopped by injunction.

The sovereign camp has also done another
thing that will be of declded Interest o
Woodinen and circle members In this elty.
They dlsmiseod the cases against Charles
Cott and George C. Thompson, former sov-
ereign maragers of the circle, paid all the
oxpenses they have incurred in the cases,
expunged all mention of the matter from the
recorids and relnstated them as benefleiary
members, This was done in the Interest of
harmony, it is stated, and cannot be looked
upon as a victory for the two members,

The difficulties of Cott and Thompson in
tha elfrele wers very intimately connected
with the fight waged between Alpha camp
of this cityy and Sovereign Commander Root
of the Woodmen of the World, which at one
time assumed such proportions that the dis-
ruption of the order was throatened. In
the latter fight the two men cbarged that
the sovereign commander was not running
the order economically and wanted to know
where all the money that was pouring Into
tho head offices was golng. They also
developed a deelded curlosity regarding the
condition of the expense sheets of the sov-
ereign ofMcers of the Woodmen's cirele, with
which body Root had no connection, but his
relatives had.

The upshot of the matter was that both
Thompson and Cott were charged with dis-
courtesy to the sovercign officers and with
several other things, The two men were
ealledt to trial, but did nolt appear, Neoever-
theless, they were suspended and removed
from the positions they hold on the soverelgn
hoard, They at once took an appeal to the
sovereign cemp meeting In 8t Louls.

Asa heretofore stated, the matter wos set-
tled in order to smooth over the troubles.
The case was dismissed and taken out of the
records and the men were reinstated, They
were compelled, however, to present thelr
regignations a8 sovercign  manasgers, the
papers dating (rom January 10 last when
the diffleulty eulminated In this city,

Will Stny In Omaha,

8T, LOUIS, March 13.—The Woodmen of
the World epent today in committée of the
whole, discussing and revising the constitn-
tlon and by-laws. The most lneportant matter
recommended was the changing of the age
Hmit, fixing tlie maximum at 45 years, The
guestion of admitting extra hazardous riaks
waos referred to the committes on laws. The
propoaltion from Davenport, Tn., asking for
the removal of the soverelgn ecamp’s head-
quarters from Omaha (o that eity, was voted
down. The questions of a reserve fund and
department plan have not been consldered.
